An Important Decision. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 1.—The Supreme 
Court has given a decision in the case of Tay- 
lor Stronder, plaintiff in error, versus The 
State of West Virginia. The question involved 


was the constitutionality of the act of the West 
Virginia Legislature (lawsof 1872-3; chapter 
47) excluding colored citizens from 
jury service in the courts of that 
State. This Court holds that when 
a colored citizen is tried for his lite by a jury 
trom which citizens of his Own race are by 
State statute expressly excluded, he is denied 
the equal protectionfof law guaranteed by the 
third clause ot the Fourteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution, and that the State statute de- 
nying him such nght isrepugnant to said c on- 
stitutional provision. Judgement of the Su- 
pieme Court of Appeals of West Virginia is re- 
versed. Justice Strong delivered the opinion, 
Justice Field dissenting.

End ofa Plot to Steal Millionaire Lewis’ 
Property. 
{From the New York Sun, 28th. | 
On the witness stand of the United States 
District Court at Trenton, N.J., yesterday, 
Jennie Holbrook, a woman of comely appear- 


*snce, lady-like and self-possessed, recounted 


the full bistury of what seems to have been 
one of the most remarkable conspiracies in 
tbe records of criminal cases. Her accomplice 
—the originator of the conspiracy, indeed, if 
her story is to be believed—is a physician of 
unusualintelligence and force of character. 
The plot, if it had been successful, would 
bave put asum bard onto a million of dol- 
lars into the hands of these two. It was con- 
ceived with marvelous skill and carried al- 
most to a successful issue by means vf a se- 
ries of adroit devices, giving to every objec- 
@®icn a sufficient explanation. The case of the 
conspirators seemed almest proven, when 
they were confronted with aa unexpected 
discovery, against which even the coasum- 
mate caie and aeenyy of the plot could 
bardly have guarded.“ The history of the 
‘case reads in all its details like tictiva. 
John Lewis, an old man, dis- 
covered in the course of the procsed- 
ings to be the illegitimate son of a Hebrew 
trader and a negro woman, amassed a fortune 
of nearly two millions of dollar: in business 
and fortunate speculations. Before his death, 
and doubtless with the consciousness of the 
negro blood in/Ais veins, he made a will be- 
queathing almost his entire fortune to the 
United States, to be devoted to payiag a part 
of the debt created by a war that achieved the 
abolition of Slavery. To the knowledge of his 
friends, he had not a relative in the world. 
He had been a miserly old bachelor; he had 
never referred to father or mother or kin, ex- 
cept to two nephews who were nephews only 
‘“‘by courtesy.’’ But when the will came up 
for probate a Woman appeared who claimed 
that the old man had married her twenty 
yeors before, had starved, m:itreated, and 
finally driven ber from his home. In support 
of her claim a marriage certificate was pro- 
duced, witnesses swore that they had known 
the two when living together as hu-band and 
wife, eminent counsel were secured who 
seemed co.vineed of the absolute justice of 
her cause, aud her story was so plausible that 
it was likelytocarry uny jury. Yesterday 
this woman declared that she had never, tu 
her knowledge, seenthe man she claimed to be 
her husband. and that the certificate, testi- 
mony and claim tothe estate was an entire 
fabrication that was conceived by a Dr. Park 
between the death of the old miser and the 
day of his burial. 

The main facts of her confession have come 
out inthe testimony, and are generally fami- 
liar to the public. It will be remembered that 
the first blow to the conspiracy was in the 
discovery that after the date of the allezed 
marriage certificate certain minute alterations 
inthe plate from which it was printed had 
been made by the engraver. These alterations 
appeared in this certificate. Ia opposition to 
thisseemingly damning disclosure two other 
certificates were produced in court, dated in 
the same year asthat of the certificate on 
which the woman’s claim was based. In these 
certificates these same alterations appeared. 
Then the executors ofthe will, in behalf of 
the Unised States, seeured the services of de- 
tectives and experts who, with extraordinary 
perseverance and skill, proved, wita almost 
absolute certainty, that the certificate was in 
the disguised bandwriting of a notorious for- 
ger, apd that the witnesses to the alleged mar- 
riage were perjurers. Then these witnesses 
came into court and confessed thac the detec- 
tives and the experts were right. One of them 
declared that be made the coufes-sion because 
be was on the threshoid of the grave. He was 
a dying man as be gave this testimony in the 
court-room. Hedied in ecight days after. 

It appears thatthe woman who yesterday 
made this confession Was an adventuress who 
happened to have the same name as the mil- 
lionaire, Lewis. Sbe had been the patients of 
aDr. Park. Seizing on the coincidence, he 
rapidly matured his plot to get possession of 
one-half of the old man’s property. 

Nihilists at the Billiard Table.

During the few weeks past only a compar- 
atively small Nihilist incident has occurred in 
the capital. Some five or six officers of the 
guard were engaged in playing billiards at a 
fashionable restaurant When a man in civil 
dress came up and rudely jostled past Baron 
Rosen, an oflicer of a Ublan regiment of the 
guard. Baron Rosen thereupon turned to- 
ward the intruder and remarked that it was 
customary to apologize when one happened 
to jostle anybodvin passing The offender 
sharply rejoinea that he would vrillinglv apol- 
‘ogize did not the offended person wear the 
Slavish uniform of Alexander II. The Baron, 
who had bis cue in his band, transported with 
rage, struck the man such a heavy blow with 
it on the head that he feli dead on the spot. 
Tbe officers who were present hastened forthe 
commander of the regiment to which Baron 
Rosen belonged. That gentleman came with- 
out delay. drew up a circumstantial record of 
the unfortunate though wholly unpremeditat- 
ed occurrence. adding thereto the deposition 
of many Witnesses, and personally present:d 
it to General Gourko, the temporary dictator 
of the capital. The latter’s answer came im- 
mediately. It was very concise. Gourko 
drew bis pen through the report presented to 
him by the commander of the regiment, and 
added to it the following verdict: 

‘Let Baron Rosen be pardoned and the dead 
mean be forgotten.” 

In this unexpected manner the matter was 
dismissed and the pupers were forbidden te 
mention the affair further. Nevertheless, 
Baron Rosen deemed it impalitic to retain his 
commission in the Russian army and. ten- 
dered his resignation, which was accepted by 
the Emperor.

Why Many People in Lackawaxen Lost 
Faith in the Supernatural. 
[Port Jervis (N. Y.) Cor. of the Sun.] 

The hamlet of Lackawaxen, on the Dela- 
ware River, about ‘thirty miles west of this 
place, Was ascene of great excitement afew 
duys xgo. On New Year’s Day a young man 
named Shannon, while at work onthe aque- 
duct of the Delaware and Hudson Canal Com- 
pany, fell into the Delaware River and was 
drowned. All efforts to find tae body were 
unavailing. Asa last resort the brothers of 
the young man opened correspondence with a 
clairvoyant in Port Jeivis, and he informed 
them that’ be could find the body; but they 
must send him some garment which the young 
man bad worn and which bad not been 
washed. An old hat‘was sent. The clairvoy- 
ant then informed the brothers that the body 
was lying 175 yards below the aqueduct and 
fifteen feet from the shore. It was supposed 
that the clairvoyant had never been in Esk: 
waxen, and his description of the locality 
was thought to be so accurate that it was con- 
ceded by many that he was possessed of su- 
pernatural powers. A search was mide in 
the river,as he directed, but the body was not 
found. 

This did not seem to weaken the faith of the 
brotbers inthe ability of the ‘*Professor’’ to 
find the body. A few days azo C. W. Shane 
non, one ef the brothers, visited Port Jervis, 
and by appointment met the clairvoyant, and 
the lIutter agreed to find the body for $59.

It was to the 
effect that the water drawn from the faucets 
was greenish, thick, and gave forth anunpleas- 
ant odor. This was some weeks ago, and he 
was ready to attribute it to anything else than 
the emptying of the river into the lake; but 


yesterday the complaint came again, and, 
not caring to take any one else’s word 
for it, he tried the water himself and 


found it was just what had been represented, 
and was somewbat alarmed. He imme- 
diatelv came down to his oftice to consult the 
Citv Engineer on the subject, and, lest there 
might be some local trouble, it was deter- 
mined to make atestatthe rookery, and the 
healtb office was selected asthe place from 
which to getthe samples. The faucet there 
has a filter attached to it, and is estimated to 
have a capacity of about ten galions per min- 
ute. To start with, the filter was thoroughly 
cleaned, attached, and tiftv gallons of water 
were allowed to pass through it. The water 
was then turned off andthe filter reversed, 
and the contents of it emptied intoa giass and 
ailowed to stand. The water was very mud- 
dy, and the particles of tilth were perceptibie 
to the nakedeve.

JOPLIN, Mo., February 28.—The fourth 
city in the State is Joplin in point of popula- 
tion, wealth and enterprise. It being a min- 
ing town, and considering the fair price of 
mineral, is sufficient without saying the place 
is all life and energy.

WAKEFIELD CASE.

known case of Alonzo B. Wakeftiela the fol- 


was indicted for perjury, tried and convicted. 
His case is now before the Court on a motion 
for a new trial and an £ =<arrest of 
judgment. The reasons assigned for set- 
ting aside the judgment need not be stated. 
They, in the main, assert but two propdsi- 
tions in different phraseology. ‘The first is 
that the matter ofthe oath given before the 
grand jury, which constitutes the basis of the 
ebarge, was in no way material to the investi- 
gation, andthe other is that by the assign- 
ment and the instruction the oath itself was 
extended. 

The charge here is perjury, not bribery—not 
anattempt to commit an offense, but an of- 
fense vommpleted. The testimony given by the 
defendant did not inculpate, but did excul- 
pate, and it is a mistake to suppose that be- 
cause itdid not disclose guilt it was im- 
material. This would, perhaps 
be true if the sole object, 
of investigation by grandjuries were the 
discovery of crime actually accomplished. If 
such was their sole object, then tne active 
existence of some offense would as condition 
precedent be necessary to confer jurisdiction 
onthem to conduct an investigation. This 
can not be. Grand juries sit to ascertain the 
truth. To get the facts, not necessarily 
of crime actual, but crime probably or crime 
alleged; and they call witnesses and take tes- 
timeny, not to establish somehpdy’s guilt but 
to enable them to say whether such an 

ONE IS OR IS NOT GUILTY. 

Can it be contended that it is less their duty 
to pronounce a guiltless person “not guilty”? 
than to say ‘‘guilty’’ when convinced of guilt? 
Do they not sit both toindict the guilty and 
to refuse to indict the innocent. 

Periury may be committed before a grand 
jury in the investigation of any subject inci- 
dent to their duties. The question is not ma- 
terial to establish the perpetrator of some of- 
fense, but whether it is material to establish 
the tiuth of a given matter. 

Now, by the indictmentit is alleged that 
the grand jury were engaged in the investiga- 
tion of charges of bribery of one or more 
of the members of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners of the city, and incidental to the 
general subject whether or not the defendant 
had ever, within three years previous to that 
investigation, receivee money from one Pate 
to be paid to commissioner: That with re- 
terence to that he did testify as follows: ‘*Nor 
didI * * * ever receive or collect any 
money from R. C. Pate * * * for the 
purpose of paying the same to any mem- 
ter of the Board of Police Commissioners.” 
This the court held to be material on over- 
ruiisg the demurrer in so far as it relates to 
the cuilt or innocence of Pate of a criminal 
offense, and to that ruling it still adheres. 

The peijury assignment states ‘*whereas in 
truth and in fact A. B. Wakefield did collect 
and receive from Kk. ©. Pate a large sum of 
money * * * for the purpose of paying 
the same to a member of the Board of Police 
Commissioners fer iuformation when raids 
were ts be made uponthe gambling house of 
said Pate.” 

IT IS DENIED 

by the defendants that because the latter 
words do not appear inthe ostn that oath al- 
leged has been extended, and therefore that 
the defendant has been convicted of an 
oath different from that charged. It 
is udmitted that the allegations of the in- 
dictment can not be extended by implication 
and that the accused is entitled to the strictest 
possible construction of his oath in favor of 
Innocence. 
1 am inclined tothe opinion that the Court 
limited the issue rather too narrowly, 
leaning strongly towards the _ proposi- 
tion that perjury cannot be com- 
mitted in respect of privileged matter. 
Oe * I am of the opinion that thougha 
witness may refuse to answer when he would 
criminate himself, yetif he waive his right 
and testify falsely he may be held for perjury. 
But it is unnecessary to discuss this, since, if 
error was committed in this respect, it was 
against the State and not against the defend- 
ant. It is further contended that the prin- 
cipal witness for the prosecution was not cor- 
roborated to that degree which the law re- 
quires in perjury cases. I think it was. 
The motion for a new trial and in arrest are 
both denied. 

GRAND JURY. 
The following named persons were selected 
as the grand jury for the present term: 
George I. Barnett,# Rolla L. Billingsley, 
Thomas J. Hennessy, W. S. Simpkins, Ellis 
N. Leeds, Henry 8S. Turner, John Grether, 
Felix Coste, Charles L. Russell, Charles C. 
Moftitg James H. McNamara and Hegry Daus- 
man. On leaving the court-room the grand 
jury elected R. L. Billingsley as foreman. 
After effecting an organization they adjourned 
until to-morrow afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
After the grand jury had taken its oath thev 
were charged by Judge Laughlin as follows: 
“Gentlemen of the Grand — The oath just 
administered to you will perffaps best expiain 
your duty. Tothose of you who have never 
served upon a jury of this character I 
would recommend that you take the 
oath which has been made and study 
it carefully. By so inspecting and studying 
that oath you will best understand and com- 
prehend the scope and limit of your authority 
and duty as members of the grandjury. By 
it you will understand that you are clothed 
with greater power than, perhaps, you have 
ever enjoyed or will enjoy in any other capaci- 
ty. The fundamental feature of the grand 
jury system is intended to _ protect 
innocent persons from unjust and unwarrant- 
able prosecutions. The law presmes,in some 
instances, that the officers engaged in 
prosecutions will overstep the bounds of pro- 
priety and will accuse persons of crimes when 
their guilty is not conclusive. To prevent 
the wrongs that may result from suca prose- 
cution, the law bas constituted a secret tribu- 
nal whieh is denominated the grand jury. The 
use of such a tribunal is manifest at all times, 
but especially is this the case during any great 
excitement which may exist concerning auy 
greatcrime. Ican not sufliciertiy impress 
you with the importance of yourduties in 
this particular. At the sametime that you 
are called upon to protest innocent persons 


from unjust prosecution, you are also 
called upon to see that 
every person who has committed 


a crime against the laws of the land is prop- 
erly indicted and brought before the court for 
trial. You must remember that no person 
can be arraigned for any crime until you have 
passed upon it and broughtan indictment 
against fim. Be diligent and industrious in 
ascertaining all the facts in each and every 
case brought before you, and if guilty, indict, 
while if innocent, refuse to bring your indict- 
ment against him. 

NOT EVERY MAN THAT IS SUSPECTED 
should be indicted, but get all the facts, and 
even then indict no man whose cuilt is not 
most probable. Your dutieg are not confined

He Refuses to be Interview 
Naught Coacerning Politi ge ters 
The Hon. Joseph Medill, proprietor and 
editor of the Chicago Tribune, is spending 
few days in town visiting his daughter, Mrs. 
Robert S. McCormick, at her residence, No: 
3028 Locust street. Mr. M2dill is a prominent 
figure in [Illinois politics and his reputation is 
also national. He was a member of President 
Grant’s Civil Service Reform Commission, 
appointed soon after the General’s first inaug. 
uration, and was likewise a conspicuous mem. 
ber of the constitutional convention of Dlinoig 
and therefore one of the framers of the present 
Constitution of that State. He hasalso held 


the office of Mayor of Chicago. His paper,the 
Tribune, is a potent influence in the Republi. 
can party of the Sucker State, and, at present, 
it is believed to be a supporter of Blaine. Its 
hostility to Grant and a third termis said to 
be very bitter, and itis rumored that should 
the ex-President receive the Republican nom- 
ination Mr. Medill will kick over the party 
traces and throw the weight of his paper 
against the Manon Horseback.

And the Compromise Offered By 
Mr. Gould.

Why the Mayor Refused the Tempting 
$458,000. 


The Globe-Democrat of this morning had 
the following special from Washington in re- 
gard toa proposed compromise of the claim 
of the city of St. Louis against the Missouri 


Pacific Railroad: 

‘6 WASHINGTON, February 29.—Among 
the cases to be decided by the Supreme Court 
of the United State s to-morrow, is thatof the 
City of St. Louis against the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, in which the city loaned its credit 
for the censtruction of that rvad to the 
amount of $700,000, which now, with accrued 
interest, amounts to $916,000. It is known 
thatthisroad bas passed into the hands of 


Jay Gould, and so much _ uncertainty 
exists as to the equity of the claim 
that Gould’s friends ave been en- 


deavoring for some time to effect a compro- 
mise with the city. Authentic advices re- 
ceived here to-night state that but a few days 
ago Gould made a last appeal to the Mayor of 
the city, and offered to compromise by the 
payment of $500,000. This offer was trans- 
mitted to the Mayor, but after a conference 
with the counsel! in the case he peremptorily 
declined it, feeling assured that the claim of 
the city was founded in law and equity, and 
that the whole amount would be ultimately 
recovered.?’’ 

This was surprising information and nat- 
urally created a great deal of comment. A 
reporter of the PosT-DISPATCH called on 
Mayor Overstolz to learn some further particu- 
lars about the matter, The Mayor had read the 
above telegram, and thought {t mus. B8ve 
come through Myr, Frank J. Bowman, 
who *« how in Washington, and who is tae 
special counsel of the city in the suit. 

‘Is the dispatch correct?” asked the re- 

orter. 

, “Tt is to a certain extent,” replied the 
Mayor, “and now, since the matter has got 
into the papers, I suppose I had as well tell 
ou about it, so the exact truth may bq 
nown.’’

NEW YORK, February 23, 1889, 
To Henry Overstolz, Mayor of St. Louis: 

Mr. Gould expresses much contidenee that 
the eity case will be decided in his favor, but 
says he wishes a good understanding with the 
people of St. Louis and amicable relations; he 
therefore proposes to pay by way of compro- 
mise one balf ofthe principal and interest. 
If such a proposition is acceptable please 
wire me at the Fifth Avenue Hotel.

After apatient consid- 
eration ofthe subject, Mr. Adreon, Mr. Bell 
and myself all concluded to decline the 
proposition contained in Mr. Bowman’s tele- 
grain.

Mayor Overstolz, St. Louis: 

DEAR SIk.—I write at the suggestion of the 
special counsel of the city of St. Louis in the 
matter of the claim of the city against the Pa- 
cific Railroad, tosay in writing what I have 
verbally said to him. 

1, Wehave always and now do consider 
the $750,000 debt of the county of St. Louis 
against the Missouri Pacitic Railroad to bea 
just, legal and honorable debt, and one which 
the railroad ought to pay in full. 

2. We have always so treated it ourselves, 
and have whenever occasion offered counsel- 
ed and suggested means of obtaining its pay- 
ment, but our counsels were not fully adopt- 
ed. 

Atall timesand in all courts, particulaly 
in the U. S. Supreme Court, we admitted and 
declared the debt to be just, honest and a le- 
gal debt. 

3d. If the stockholders represented by us, 
which is a large majority of the whole, ever 
get back their property, which was harshly, 
and, we believe, wrongfully taken from them 
by the U.S8. Circuit Court, we shall devote 
all the net earnings of the property, after pay- 
ing operating expenses, taxes, renewals, re- 


pairs, legal expenses and interest 
on unquestioned mortgages, to the 
payment of, first, the interest on. the 


county debt and thereafter of the principal 


of said debt. Before the stockhelders get 
anything this debt will be paid in full. The 


netearnings of the road now which would 
come under the above description are between 
$1,500,000 and $2,000,000 per annum. Our 
opponents with their great combination could 
probably reduce them about $1,000,090 per 
annum, Which would still leave enough net 
earnings to rapidly pay your debt. 

4. It follows,therefore, if we succeed in our 
suits, as We certainly shall in time, you are 
reasonably sure of getting the entire amount 
of your debt from the earnings of the road. 

o Any sale of the debt at less than the 
amount due is simply a discount for ready 
money. How much you want to, or feel com- 
pelled 
to determine. I shouldlike to buy the debt 
on speculation at $500,000. 

6. Under all the circumstances we think we 
have a fair right to ask you not to assign the 
debt to any interest hostile to the stockholders 
of the old Pacific Railroad. If Mr. Gould 
wishes to pay it, or to pay any sum that satis- 
fies you, we hope you will accept whatever 
sum is paid in satisfaction of the debt. 

_ If the debt must be sold, please give us the 
firet chance at the same price others offer for 
it. Respectfully your obedient servant. 
N. A. Cowpry, 
Chairman. 

Bowman’s telegram and Cowdry’s letter 
fully explain the case. Mr. Gould has offered 
to give the city half its claim 
against his road. This claim was 
originally $700,000, and arose out of that 
much money the county of St. Lovis loaned to 
the road in 1865. Interest @as paid on the 
debt down to 1876, when the road 
was sold out under the third mortgage 
bonds, Commodore C. K. Garrison being the 
purchaser, and he immediately proceeded to 
ignore the city’s claim as well as 

e rights and interests of the 
original stockholders of the road. The stock 
thus cut off amounted to $7,000,000, and Mr. 
N. A. Cowdry, the writer of the above letter, 
represents the holders of $4,000,000 of this 
old stock,and if the suit of the city against the 
Missouri Pacific should be decided in the
